A library services consult¬ 
ant in 2013 had suggested the 
Pelham Public Library close 
the Fenwick branch. 

However, an uproar, led by 
the volunteer group Friends of 
Maple Acre, over destroying a 
heritage building and cutting

The quiet opening last Tues¬ 
day will give staff an opportu¬ 
nity to work out any glitches, 
said Kirk Weaver, chief execu¬ 
tive officer of Pelham Public 
library.

Team honours rower’s memory

The memory of an E.L. Crossley Sec¬ 
ondary School student who died last 
August will be honoured this spring 
when a rowing shell is christened in her 

Emily Brettell, a beloved member of 
one of the top high school rowing pro¬ 
grams in Canada, died suddenly due to 
an undiagnosed heart condition. She 

Brettell was going into Grade 12 and 
beginning her fourth season of rowing at 
the high school level. 

“The team was devastated at the loss 
but has vowed to keep rowing in Emi¬ 
ly’s honour,” said Darcy Usbome, a coach 
with the 12-time national champions. 

Fundraising for the approximately 
$27,000 needed to buy the coxed four that 
will bear Brettell's name began in Decem¬ 
ber when hundreds of people attended a 
benefit hockey game at Welland Arena. 

Ongoing efforts to reach the target 
continue this Saturday, with all proceeds 
from the rowing team’s 21st annual pasta 
dinner going toward purchasing the 
shell.

Hunters Pointe Golf Course closed

The 209 acre golf course 
is listed for $18.5 million 
through the Cushman & 
Wakefield Waterloo Region 
real estate company. 

Owners Allan McCleary 
and Sandy Billyard have been 
trying to sell the golf course 
for four years. In an email last 
Thursday owners said the golf 
course has not been sold and 
was closed to "make way for 
future development of lands 
without a golf course on the 
property.” The restaurant 
has also been permanently 


In an email to members last 
Tuesday, the owners said they 
were unable to find a buyer 
who would continue to oper¬ 
ate the golf course. McCleary 
and Billyard referred to the 
business as "money losing.” 

Billyard said the business 
hasn't been sold as of yet and 
they aren’t in current talks 
with developers. 

The club has about 550 
members. 

Billyard said Hunters Pointe 
couldn't compete with the
